Mz*«  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  9th  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Redditch  Urban  District.  The  Report  is  arranged 
in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  instructions  contained 
in  Circulars 2604  and  2773. 

Certain  subjects  in  which  the  public  have  shown  special 
interest  during  the  year  will  be  briefly  explained. 

The  physical  health  of.  the  people  has  been  good.  The  high 
birth  rate  of  19,38  and  the  low  death  rate  of  10.75  should  give 
satisfaction,  as  these  figures  constitute  a  record  for  the  last 
10  years  at  least  and  compare  very  favourably  with  the  England 
and  Wales  figures.  The  low  Infant  Mortality  Rate  (35.93) 
compared  with  49  for  England  and  Wales  is  also  a  most  encouraging 
sign. 

The  figures  for  infectious  disease  are  comparatively  low, 
and  the  general  decline  in  diphtheria  incidence  coincides  with 
an  immunisation  scheme  extending  over  10  years  which  is  worthy  of 
note . 

The  physical  state  of  the  community  would  appear  to  have 
actually  Improved  instead  of  deteriorating  as  might  have  been 
expected  after  4  years  of  war.  Not  least  amongst  the  factors 
contributing  to  this  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  is  an 
enlightened  nutritional  policy. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Councillors,  Officials  and  Staff  for 
their  continued  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

SCABIES 


'It  is  usual  for  this  skin  disease  to  become  more  prevalent 

during  years,  and-  there  is  no’. doubt  that  mo  large.  number  of  cases 
have  occurred  in  this  district,  but  exactly  how  many  It  is 
impossible  to  say  as  the  disease  is  not  notifiable. 

The  Scabies  Order  was  mo,. do  in  October ,  .  1911,  which  gave  plonory 
powers,  to  Medical  Officers*  of  Healthy  but  so  far  it  has  not  boon 
necessary  to  take  statutory  action  under'  this  order 5  . 

Two  ways  of  dealing  with  the  disease  wore  Introduced:-  ,,..  .  ' 

(1)  The  prevent ivo  for  those  unaffected  by  tho 

cTisoasc,  "but  no vo r tho  1c s s  potential  cases  owing 
to  thoir  lack  of  homo  cleansing  facilities. 


(2)  The  curative,  for  those  already  affected  by  the 
disease 


In  March  1942  permission  was  obtained  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  the  Worcestershire  County  Council  to  open  the  cleansing 
department  at  tho  1st  Aid  Post  in  South  Street  as  a  bathing  station, 
Ho't  showers  arc  provided  in  the  evenings  at  these  promises  for  the 
use  of  War  Workers  who  are  unprovided  with  fixed  baths  in  their 
homes.  The  times  are  as  follows:-

At  other  times  of  tho  day  It  has  boon  possible  to  arrange 
with  the  help  of  school  teachers  for  certain  school  children  to 
take  advantage  of  the  showers. 


A  charge  of  2d.  is  made  and  bathers  are  asked  to  bring  their 
own  soap  and  towel.  The  number  of  attendances  during  1942  wan  912. 

I  wish  to  rocord  my  thanks  to  the  voluntary  personnel  at  the 
1st  Aid  Post  who  have  taken  an  Interest  In  this  work,  and  who  have 
been  responsible  for  the  running  of  the  Station,  and  the.  proper 
conduct  of  tho  bathers. 


The  sum  of  £80*0.0d„  was  spent  in  providing  and  equip ing  ■ 
a  Cleansing  Station  at  tho  Pheonix  Works,  Birchfiold  Road  and  a 
cleansing  attendant  was  employed  at  the  rate  of  2/6d  per -hour. 

The  number  of  cases  dealt  with  3rerc  has  not  boon  large.  Several 
particularly  severe  cases  have  been  sent  to  the  Tolladino  Hospital, 
Worcester,  under  a  County  scheme  by  which  the  District  Council 
are  charged  30/~  per  case  irrespective  of  the  duration  of  the 
disease .
